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President Petch gives budget

University budgets in British Columbia 
are not tied to student enrolment 
numbers. 

This statement by UVic President Dr. 
Howard Petch to Senate at its April 6 
meeting set the tone for a thoughtful but 
tough look at the University’s finances 
as a result of the recent provincial 
budget announcements. The govern¬ 
ment has announced a five per cent rise 
in operating budgets for universities for 
1988-89, but under negotiation at the 
present time are special projects grants 
to the University of British Columbia 
and Simon Fraser University which 
may come directly out of the operating 
budget grant for all three universities. 
This may mean an actual increase of as 
low as three per cent to UVic, less than 
the rate of inflation. 

Petch produced a graph (see diagram) 
which showed that because of the rise in 
enrolment and inflation, government 
operating grants in constant dollars per 
full time equivalent student have fallen 
in 1988-89 to 72 per cent of what they 
were 16 years ago in 1972-73. 

What is especially worrying is that 
only last year, UVic’s first year enrol¬ 
ment was up 16.6 per cent, and applica¬ 
tions from grade 12 students are up 32 
per cent for September 1988. Petch 


voiced a concern that the vitality of the 
institution is being eroded away, as 
faculty continue to take on higher and 
higher student loads. UBC is limiting 
enrolment, and SFU will actually be 
reducing enrolment by 700 students. 

“Moreover,” he said, “our equipment 
(valued at $45 million) should be being 
replaced at a rate of 10 per cent per year 
(we should be spending between $4 and 
$5 million for replacement equipment). 
We have only spent about $1 million per 
year for the last few years.” In spite of 
the increase in students, there is no 
money for a new building this year, 
although there is a small amount for 
capital planning. 

A general discussion ensued, with 
Senators hearing the following points of 
view: 

• the University should adhere rigidly 
to entrance standards for first year 

• we should adhere strictly to deadlines 

• we should raise entrance standards 

• we should not raise entrance stand¬ 
ards because secondary schools may 
end up inflating their marks to meet our 
new standards 

• faculties should limit numbers and 
take only the top applicants 

• we should be providing an education 
for all students 

• the basic problem lies in the Faculty of 
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facts of life to Senate 


Arts and Science through which many 
students enter other faculties 

• we are too lenient on readmitting 
failed students 

• special appeals for hardship cases 
should continue to be available 

• we will be under additional pressure 
from students unable to get into UBC 
and SFU 

• will the government’s and public’s 
perception be that UVic is taking the 
weaker students? 

Vice President, Academic Murray 
Fraser stated that the quality of educa¬ 


tion is being affected and that we must 
more carefully plan and allocate the use 
of our resources, not just hold down 
* enrolment. “We must strive to retain the 
quality of the programs we now pro¬ 
vide,” he said. 

Senate asked its committee on Admis¬ 
sion and Reregistration to adhere 
strictly to the C+ admission requirement 
and the Committee on Academic Stand¬ 
ards to consider strengthening the regu¬ 
lations governing students on probation 
and report back by December, 1988. 


Telephone registration 
comes to UVic this fall 

Beginning on July 4,1988, telephone registration will be in use for course 
registration at UVic. Says Cled Thomas, UVic’s Administrative Regis¬ 
trar, “For students it means direct, no waiting, no line-up registration; for 
the university it means significant savings in administrative costs.” It 
also does away with the problem of travelling long distances to register. 

By using a touch tone telephone, the student will be able to interact 
directly with a computer. The tones will be interpreted by the computer as 
input to the system, activating a “human voice” response. By manipulat¬ 
ing the buttons on the touch telephone, something close to a conversation 
takes place. 

“It is very much a step into the future,” says Thomas. He goes on to 
explain that the punch card system, for years used at UVic, is now nearly 
obsolete. “We now have to go off campus to have the cards interpreted, 
and soon that option won’t be available.” 

The system is in place, or is being put in place, at a number of Canadian 
universities, including the University of Alberta, Universities of British 
Columbia, York, Memorial and, to an extent, the University of Toronto. 
At Alberta, the first to use full telephone registration, the results are very 
positive. Student acceptance of the system is also positive. Where it’s 
been measured, over 90% of those polled found the system preferable to 
what was available in the past. 

The system will provide a number of advantages. For example, the 
student will find out immediately if a course is available, and if he or she 
is eligible. Also the student can register outside regular office hours. 
“However,” says Thomas, “if there are registration problems that can’t 
be handled by the system, we’ll resolve it as we always have, by offering 
immediate and positive attention to the student.” 

The hours of service, beginning July 4 and going through to August 31, 
will be 10 am to midnight, Monday through Thursday. The same hours 
apply from September 9 to 21. During both registration periods the daily 
hours will be reduced on Friday, Saturday and Sunday.

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University staff members mourned 


Alex Paterson of Buildings and 
Grounds, one of UVic’s longest- 
serving employees, was remem¬ 
bered at a private family service 
and also at a gathering of his 
friends in the UVic Faculty Club 
on April 8. Alex died April 6 at the 
age of 63, after a sudden, severe 
illness. He had worked for the 
University since 1964, ever since 
he had come to Victoria from Sco¬ 
tland by way of Vancouver. He 
was the head service worker in 
Buildings and Grounds, and he 
worked very hard, says Colin 
Butterfield, Manager of Janitor¬ 
ial Services. People from every 
department gathered at the 
Faculty Club to remember Alex, 
who had been at UVic long 
enough to know students who 
had become faculty members. 
“This was his place,” Butterfield 
adds. Alex is survived by his sis¬ 
ter, niece and nephew and 
brother-in-law. 


Memorial Services were held at 
First Memorial Chapel on April 7 
for Joanne Gill, of UVic Book¬ 
store. Joanne was 37 at the time 
of her death on April 2 following 
a long term illness. She is sur¬ 
vived by her daughter Debbie, 
and two brothers Tom and Gor¬ 
don. Joanne joined the university 
in September 1978, and was 
working in Accounts at the Book¬ 
store when she went on sick leave 
last October. Her family and 
close friends attended the memor¬ 
ial services, as well as many 
UVic staff members including 
Bookstore manager Trudy Mar¬ 
tin and Director of Student & 
Ancillary Services Ted Saw- 
chuck. “We expected her back at 
the end of April. This is a shock, 
and quite unexpected. She is 
missed,” says Martin. 


Funeral services were held April 
19 at Royal Oak Baptist Church 
for Gil Fletcher of Buildings 
and Grounds, and Campus Plan¬ 
ning. Gil died unexpectedly on 
April 13 at the age of 47, after 20 
years of employment at the Uni¬ 
versity. “Gil’s skills, ability, and 
expertise as a draftsman during 
his investigation, development, 
implementation,, co-ordination, 
and supervision of projects will 
surely by missed by the Univer¬ 
sity. Gill Fletcher as an individ¬ 
ual and friend will be sadly 
missed and remembered by all of 
us who have had the pleasure of 
meeting and being associated 
with him,” says Vic Golinsky, 
Manager of Projects. Gil had kept 
up with technological changes by 
taking courses both on and off 
campus, and had recently com¬ 
pleted a course in computer draft¬ 
ing, in which he excelled. 
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During the 1987-88 academic year, the Faculty 
undertook several ambitious projects. Its sixth annual 
Festival of Fine Arts, organized entirely by students, 
with the advice of Associate Dean Dr. Alan Hughes, was 
extraordinarily successful. More than 5,000 visitors 
came to the Theatre and Music buildings on Saturday, 
Feb. 6, to view exhibitions of art, attend performances of 
music, see plays in rehearsal, hear lectures, and partici¬ 
pate in dozens of other activities. Children's events were 
more extensive than ever before, and a student-run 
cabaret had full attendance throughout the day. Stu¬ 
dents from the Faculty successfully organized publicity, 
programming, and fund-raising. It was not only superb 
hands-on arts management, but also one of the Faculty’s 
most effective links with the community. Due to the 
students’ success, the Festival was not only entirely self- 
supporting but also raised funds for student financial 
assistance. 

The Faculty also committed itself to a six-week 
multi-disciplinary arts festival to commemorate the 
achievements of Drs. Murray and Frances James 
Adaskin, two of the leading figures in Canadian cultural 
life from the 1920’s to the 1980’s. Funding from the 
University enabled the Faculty to appoint Dr. Glen Car- 
ruthers as Coordinator and develop an ambitious pro¬ 
gram of musical and theatrical events, film showings, 
literary readings, lectures, art exhibitions and radio 
broadcasts celebrating Canada’s 20th Century arts. 
Extensive publicity brought tens of thousands of visitors 
to the University from the beginning of The Adaskin 
Years: A Celebration of Canada's Arts on February 12th. 
to its close on March 26th. With funding from the federal 
Department of Communications, the provincial Cultural 
Services Branch, the Koemer Foundation and the Uni¬ 
versity, we offered Canada the most ambitious and exten¬ 
sive retrospective of its arts that has'ever been pre¬ 
sented. Much of the festival was covered by the CBC, and 


the Faculty is producing a half-hour video documentary 
for national and international broadcast. On March 4th. 
the Faculty offered the Adaskins a Gala evening that was 
the University’s public thanks to this couple for their 
great contribution to Canadian culture. The event was 
attended by more than 800 people. 

In collaboration with the Maltwood Museum, the 
Faculty also published Kathleen Niwa’s catalogue of the 
Adaskin art collection. On March 25-26th. the festival 
ended with a public conference that brought some of 
Canada’s leading cultural figures to the University to 
examine Canada’s arts from 1930 through 1970. Thanks 
to the support of the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council, the Conference was a resounding 
success. Its proceedings will subsequently serve as the 
basis for a major book, a cultural history of Canada in the 
20th century that will be a unique contribution to schol¬ 
arship in Canadian Studies. 

On March 28, at a press conference at City Hall, I 
presented the Faculty's Business of the Arts report, a 
study of the economic impact of the arts and cultural 
industries in Victoria, that I co-authored with, Prof. 
Martin Segger, and three students—Bradley Cope, Gary 
Kines, and Linda Kyle, who had worked as research 
assistants under provincial-federal work-study pro¬ 
grams. As the report demonstrates, the arts are worth 
more than $50 million to greater Victoria and are one of 
the most important components of the area’s economy, 
not only because of their cultural and economic value, but 
also because of their growth potential. The Faculty will 
continue its efforts to bring this message to government 
and business. 

These events took place despite the fact that the 
Faculty had experienced a 15% increase in student 
numbers. Sustaining our regular programs and devoting 
enormous energy to these additional projects put much of 
the Faculty under great strain and it is testimony to its 



resilience that it grew in strength and quality through¬ 
out this period. We are steadily gaining the national and 
international attention that the excellence of our faculty 
and students and the quality of our undergraduate and 
graduate programs deserve. It is a privilege to be the 
Faculty’s Dean. I am indebted to Acting Associate Dean, 
Dr. Bruce More, and his research assistant, Murray 
McDonald, for preparing this Arts Letter.

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The Creative Writing Department’s contribution 
to the Adaskin Years festival was the presentation of a 
series of readings by prominent Canadian authors and 
poets including W.O. Mitchell, Dorothy Livesay, Irv¬ 
ing Layton, Miriam Waddington, A1 Purdy and 
Adele Wiseman. Swedish author Heidi von Bom was 
resident Lansdowne Scholar with the Department in 
February and March. Her visit was made possible in part 
by a grant from the goverment of Sweden. The Depart¬ 
ment of Creative Writing has approved, in principle, a 
full non-fiction stream that would begin with a first-year 
course in 1989. Two students within the department, 
Jay Connolly and Valerie Tamburrih, are doing 
graduate studies this year by special arrangement. Part- 
time teaching members of the Department included 
Steven Noyes who was the Co-ordinator of the C.W. Co¬ 
operative Education Programme, Robert Allington, 
James Bennett, Tom Gore, Mark Jarman, Patricia 
Young and Jeri Lee. 

Besides holding the Chair of the Creative Writing 
Department, Derk Wynand has published in a number 
of quarterlies, prepared a book of poetry called Heat 
Waves that will soon be published by oolichan books, and 
is working on his contribution to an anthology planned by 
Atlas Press for release later this year. He has received a 
Project Cost Grant from the Canada Council for work he 
will undertake in 1988/89. 

David Godfrey has spent considerable time pro¬ 
moting Electronic Publishing Videotext in Canada and 
the U.S. In March, he gave the closing speech at the 
Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council Con¬ 


ference in Alberta on “The Changing Role of Publishing 
in our Culture”. Dr. Godfrey will be taking a year’s study 
leave beginning in July to do research on the role of 
Expert Systems in education, training and distributed 
data bases. 

Peter C. Newman travelled to Italy In Septem¬ 
ber, to write a series of articles for MacLean’s on that 
nation’s economy. In October he began a tour of Canada 
and the U.S. to promote his recently published book 
Caesars of the Wilderness (Viking) which was chosen as 
a Book of the Month Club Selection. It soon became the 
number one nonfiction bestseller which it remained for 
several months, selling over 100,000 copies. Plans are 
currently being made for an international television co¬ 
production of the book. Mr. Newman is presently work¬ 
ing on the final volume of his trilogy as well as a collec¬ 
tion of his nonfictional writing to be published in the fall 
by McClelland and Stewart. In September he is staging 
a jazz festival at Niagara-on-the-Lake and travelling to 
Taiwan to write another series of economic articles for 
MacLean’s. 

Robin Skelton published two books of short sto¬ 
ries, The Parrot Who Could and Telling the Tale , last 
year, as well as a novel The Fires of the Kindred , and a 
translation of George Faludy’s Corpses, Brats and 
Cricket Music. In October, he gave a reading with George 
Faludy at the National Library of Canada and took part 
in the Manitoba Writer’s Guild Conference on Specula¬ 
tive Fiction. He gave the first reading in the Inti. Poetry 
Series of the San Francisco Press Club in March, and this 
year will be publishing a book of poetry called Openings , 
a non-fiction work entitled Witchcraft: An Introduction 
and Guide , as well as an autobiographical volume, 
Memoirs of a Literary Blockhead (MacMillan). 

Aside from having a number of stories and articles 
published in various anthologies and journals over the 


past year, William Valgardson has attended confer¬ 
ences, lectured at the University of Manitoba, given a 
reading in Lund, Sweden, and had his biography pub¬ 
lished in Profiles In Canadian Literature. He also won 
First Prize in the CBC Annual Literary Competition for 
his radio drama Seiche. In December he travelled to the 
Ukraine to attend seminars for ten days as the guest of 
the government of the U.S.S.R. 

In April and May of1987, Jack Hodgins travelled 
to Australia and New Zealand as winner of the Canada- 
Australia Literary Prize, where he made a tour of read¬ 
ings and lectures. In September his novel The Honorary 
Patron was published by McClelland and Stewart and he 
gave several readings and promotional appearances in 
its regard. He has completed a children’s novel, Left 
Behind in Squabble Bay, which will be published this 
year and is presently working on another book scheduled 
for publication in 1989. Mr. Hodgins will be taking a 
study leave this fall. 

Lawrence Russell has had a number of his dra¬ 
matic audio tapes including “Borges: A Recollection”, 
“Geometry and Dream”, “Blackout” and “The Army of 
God” broadcast on CFUV-FM (the Cross-Canada Net¬ 
work), and on KDOS-FM, Davis, California over the past 
year. He is currently working on VOD (Voices Of the 
Dead), a series of plays for radio, and two J.G. Ballard 
adaptations for the CBC. 

Besides giving a number of speeches and being 
published in several quarterlies, Charles Tidier 
worked as a Dramaturge over the past year at the Banff 
School of Fine Arts and at the Belfry Theatre in Victoria 
where he also ran a playwright’s workshop unit. He is 
presently working on a commission to write a stage-play 
version of The Butcher's Apron which aired on CBC Radio 
in March. 
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Members of the Department of Visual Art have 
been busy this year producing works for the President’s 
Twenty-Fifth Anniversary Portfolio as part of The 
Adaskin Years Festival. Pat Martin Bates, Gwen Curry, 
Patrick George, Donald Morton, and George Tiessen 
each contributed 2 prints to this limited edition, designed 
as special gifts for distinguished visitors to the Univer¬ 
sity. The first portfolio was presented to Frances James 
and Murray Adaskin at the March 4 Gala. 

Art film-maker Stan Brakage was a guest of the 
Department and Cinecenta in February, speaking to 
students and offering a public lecture on his work. Mini¬ 
malist/non-objective painter and critic Marcia Hafif 
was a Lansdowne Visitor in March, at which time she 
presented her lecture “The Bad and the Beautiful” at the 
University Centre. That month also saw Eli Bornstein 
of the U. of Sask. and founder of “The Structurist” maga¬ 
zine accept an invitation to visit the Department. He 
spoke on “The Abstract Constructed Relief: A New Me¬ 
dium on the Prairies, 1957-1970”. 

Lynda Gammon led a group of students to New 
York in February to join art students from U.B.C. and 
S.F.U. on a tour of that city’s art galleries. Tentative talks 
have begun between the Department and the Victoria 
Art Gallery about the feasability of initiating a Co¬ 
operative Study Program with that institution, and 
three graduates of the B .F. A. program in the Department 
of Visual Art have been accepted to the Graduate Pro¬ 
gram of the University of California, Santa Barbara, 14 
foreign students were admitted, and the 3 Canadians all 
came from UVic. 

After having organized the highly successful Cana¬ 
dian conference of the Royal Academy of the Arts in 1986, 
Donald Harvey made a report on that conference to the 
opening of the Royal Academy House in September of’87. 
As chairman of the department, he is presently involved 
in a feasibility study and proposal for a much-needed new 
building to house the Visual Art Department. He has 
produced a number of prints this year two of which are 
included in the President’s Twenty-Fifth Anniversary 
Portfolio. 

Pat Martin Bates attended the “Atlantica Graph- 
ica” conference in Reykjavik, Iceland in June, as well as 
seminars with the “Graphica Creativa” printmakers of 
Finland in Nordic House, Iceland and with the Icelandic 
Printmakers. She also exhibited at the International 
Biennial of Prints in Yugoslavia and attended seminars 
with jurors at the new Inti. Centre for Graphic Art in 
Ljubljana. In July, she exhibited in London, England, at 
the Stephen Barcley Gallery and in August attended 
meetings of Oxford University’s Ruskin School of Draw¬ 


ing and the Joseph Beuys Exhibit as special guest of the 
Edinburgh Festival. In the fall she exhibited at the inau¬ 
gural opening of the R.C.A.’s Academy House and this 
winter, visited Venezuela, researching “Amatl” paper¬ 
making and paperworks at the Museo del Belles Artes 
with Zulay Herrera. 

Roland Brener was selected to represent Canada 
at the Sao Paulo Biennalle in Brazil and travelled there 
to install his work and attend the exhibition in October. 
He exhibited at the Cologne Art Fair in Germany in 
November and has been selected as one of two artists to 
represent Canada at the Venice Biennalle which takes 
place in June through September of 1988. He will have 
solo exhibitions at the Olga Korper Gallery in Tbronto in 
June and the Irving Sculpture Gallery in Sydney, Austra¬ 
lia in August. Mr. Brener has also been awarded a select 
$27,500 ‘A’ Grant for Senior Artists from the Canada 
Council to assist with the manufacture of work and 
provide studio assistance this year. 

Mo wry Baden received a Project Cost Grant last 
spring from the Canada Council and created a commis¬ 
sioned sculpture for the San Francisco Exploratorium, 
where he also served a one-month term as Artist in 
Residence. He participated in a group exhibition called 
“The Mechanics of Contemplation” at the Henry Gallery 
(U. of Wash .Seattle) and had a one-man show of his work 
at the Mercer Union Gallery in Toronto. He has been 
commissioned by the Three Rivers Festival, (taking 
place in Pittsburg in May and June), to build a ‘site 
specific’ sculptiire, and by the Washington Project for the 
Arts to build an on-site piece in May. 

For the year 1986-87, Doug Morton was on leave 
from UVic to serve as the first President of the now 
autonomous Alberta College of Art. While in Calgary, he 
served on various municipal and provincial committees 
concerned with the arts and art education and displayed 
his work in a number of group exhibitions during 1986/ 
87. He spent considerable time last summer and fall 
(along with the other four members of the “Regina Five” 
artists), assembling his private and professional corre¬ 
spondence, slides, catalogues and other related material, 
making them ready for donation to the University of 
Regina. The result of that collection was the University 
Library’s “Regina Five Archives”, that opened on Octo¬ 
ber 15,1987. Mr. Morton was a principal speaker at the 
National Conference on University Research and the 
Future of Canada held April 26-29th. in Edmonton. His 
topic was “The Current State and Funding Targets for 
Research in the Arts”. 

George Tiessen has been busy researching mate¬ 
rial this year, primarily for the intaglio process prints in 


which he has come to specialize. Some of these works will 
be included in the Department of Art’s twenty-fifth 
anniversary President’s Portfolio. 

Gwen Curry took study leave last year to prepare 
her work for exhibition in Vancouver and Victoria. In 
May of’87 she was in a two-person show at the Equinox 
Gallery in Vancouver, and in June she opened a one- 
person exhibition of paintings on paper and plywood and 
sculpture called “Icons: Images of Power and Transfor¬ 
mation”, at the Open Space Gallery in Victoria. Ms. 
Curry also participated in a group show inaugurating the 
new Equinox Gallery in November of’87. 

Fred Douglas has been working on photographs 
and small sculptural pieces while on study leave this 
year. He had his work shown at the Mercer Union Gallery 
in Tbronto last year and at the Burlington Art Gallery. He 
had a one-man show at the Lillooet Art Gallery in July 
and a repeat exhibition of “Early B.C. Photographers” at 
V.A.G.. Mr. Douglas contributed work to the Art Auction 
for the B.C. Coalition of the Disabled at Presentation 
House and was part of the ‘Artropolis” Exhibition of Con¬ 
temporary B.C. Art in Vancouver. 

In the spring of’87 Lynda Gammon took part in 
a four-person exhibition at the Nickle Art Museum in 
Calgary entitled “Drawing Out the Form” and in July 
was appointed Assistant Professor in the Department. 
She was chosen as a juror for the Canada Council “B” 
Grant Selection Committee and as such was involved in 
viewing the works of artists in Ottawa, Montreal, 
Toronto and Vancouver. She has received a Can. Council 
Project Grant to complete a series of works involving the 
combination of two-dimensional surfaces with sculp¬ 
tural elements and had one of her sculptural works 
purchased by the Can. Council Art Bank. 

As well as exhibiting in several group print shows 
and working with the Nootka printmakers, Pat George 
has been working on prints for a touring exhibition. 
During the past year, he has printed a limited edition 
folio for the Kaleidoscope Theatre and for the President’s 
25th Anniversary Portfolio. Last summer he attended a 
course on “Health Hazards in the Arts” at U. of West. 
Ontario and developed a comprehensive safety manual 
suitable for the students of UVic’s Visual Arts Depart¬ 
ment. 

The Department of Visual Art wishes to thank 
Barrie Szekely and Bill Eakin for their work as part- 
time lecturers this year. 
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The renowned Vorres Museum Collection of 
Contemporary Greek Art was displayed at the 
Maltwood in June and July. This striking exhibit by 
dozens of artists documented the vigorous revival of 
6reek art from W.W. II to the present. 

November saw the impressive “Explorations in 
Wood" exhibit, sponsored by the Vancouver Island 
Woodworker’s Guild, with replicas, reproductions and 
original pieces collected from this association of amateur 
and professional craftsmen. The display showcased 
furnishings, architectual fittings, decorative objects and 
instruments in which wood is used as a structural or 
decorative component. 

The Veillette and White Teaware Collection 
opened in December, showing a wide range of styles, 
fashions and production techniques used in teaware in 
the mid-eighteenth and early nineteenth centuries. 

Two more video programs documenting specific 
collections of the Maltwood were made this year under 
the guidance of Murray Edwards of the Dept, of The¬ 
atre. These Videodoc’ productions, Professor Bill West 
and Time for Tea , not only catalogue the collections, but 
also give an overview of the social and historical signifi¬ 
cance of the items described. 

On March 4th, the Adaskin Collection of Cana¬ 
dian Art was officially opened in connection with the 
Gala Concert of the Adaskin Years Festival. This popular 
feature of the Festival was a fascinating attraction to 
many who attended performances in the Centre Audito¬ 
rium as well as to regular gallery patrons. 

The McPherson Library Gallery displayed

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The Department of History in Art successfully 
launched its first Co-operative Education Option this 
year at both the undergraduate and graduate levels. Two 
graduate students in the department, Kathleen Niwa 
and Gillian Mackie, won major Doctoral Fellowships 
from the SSHRCC this year. Part-time members of the 
Department this year were Barrie McLean, Kathleen 
Niwa, Alastair Kerr and Janice Helland. 

Last fall, Alan Go wans spoke to a number of 
conferences and edited a 28,000 slide video disk pro¬ 
duced by Chadwyck-Healey Inc., Cambridge. He is cur¬ 
rently finishing work on Styles and Eras: 400 Years of 
American Architecture and Furniture for Harper and 
Row, to be distributed in September of this year, and has 
another book on world architecture in development. 

Last year, Siri Gunasinghe wrote text and se¬ 
lected slides for a videotape on the life of Buddha, 
presented a translation of a Sanskrit text at a meeting of 
the Cdn. Assn, of Asian Studies (Association of Learned 
Societies) and read his paper “Ajanta’s Shadow on Si- 
giriya” at the International Conference on Ajanta. He is 
currently writing articles for a Dictionary of Art (MacMil¬ 
lan) and working on a book on the history of art which he 
will research in Sri Lanka again at the end of April. 

During the fall semester Dr. Charles Wicke car¬ 
ried out research on the problem of Transpacific contacts 
with Mesoamerica during Precolumbian times. In this 
pursuit, he studied museum collections in Mexico and 



Enrollment in the Department of Theatre in¬ 
creased this year by an average of 38% over last, with an 
astounding leap of 114% in first year registration. 

Box Office sales for the entire season’s perform¬ 
ances were over 77%, well above the average for Cana¬ 
dian Theatre. 

Distinquished Cdn. actor R.H. Thomson came 
from Tbronto last fall as a Lansdowne Visitor to lecture 
and teach ‘stage combat’. He returned in March as the

Graduating student Vandy Britton auditioned 
for admission to the prestigious American Musical and 
Dramatic Academy and has been accepted to attend that 
institution this year. 

In addition to performing his duties as Chairman 
of the Department during the past year, Michael Booth 
directed The Importance of Being Earnest for the Phoenix 
Summer Theatre in 1987 and spoke on “The Landscape 
of Melodrama” at a conference of landscape architects in 
Buxton, England last November. Dr. Booth has co-au¬ 
thor ed a book, The Actress In Her Time, which is sched¬ 
uled to be published in April and has also presented a 
paper entitled “Melodrama and Crime” to the Victorian 
Studies Association of Ontario. 

Murray Edwards has completed four biographi¬ 
cal entries for the Oxford Companion to Canadian The¬ 
atre and a review of All the Bright Company for “Fort¬ 
nightly Review”. He is presently a member of the Edito¬ 
rial Board for Theatre History in Canada and advisor to 
The Canadian Museum of Civilization. As Executive 
Producer of U.Vic. Television Productions, he has com¬ 
pleted two video programs in their ongoing ‘videodoc’ 
series and has also been developing a jazz workshop for 
the University of Victoria’s Summer School of Music. 

Besides fulfilling the role of Associate Dean of Fine 
Arts, Alan Hughes edited Titus Andronicus for The New 
Cambridge Shakespeare and published seven articles in 
1987. He was actively involved as Associate Dean in 
organising the Fine Arts Festival in February and also 
directed workshop productions at the Belfry Theatre this 
season. Dr. Hughes will travel to Greece in May to 
continue research on Greek and Roman Acting styles. 

As well as writing a weekly column on cultural 
affairs for the Globe and Mail, J. Mavor Moore has been 
busy, as always, giving lectures, addresses and work¬ 
shops on the Arts in Canada and the cultural implica¬ 
tions of Free Trade at a number of Canadian and Ameri¬ 
can institutions. In May he gave the first “Graham Spry 
Lecture” on CBC Radio and in June addressed the Na¬ 
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Guatemala. His preliminary findings will be presented 
at the May meetings of the Inti. Society for the Compara¬ 
tive Study of Civilizations. 

Dr. Erica Dodd came to teach at UVic in July from 
Harvard University’s Dumbarton Oaks Institute of 
Byzantine Studies in Washington, D.C.. In February, 
she addressed the Archeological Society of B.C. and gave 
a lecture at the conference, The Book in the Middle Ages 
at UVic. Her article “Three Early Byzantine Silver 
Crosses” waspublishedrecentlyin Vol. 41 of“Dumbarton 
Oaks Papers”. Dr. Dodd is travelling to Rome this April 
to advise on the Enciclopedia delT arte medievale. 

Dr. John Osborne’s book on 13th Century inter¬ 
est in classical buildings and statues, Master Gregorius: 
The Marvels of Rome, was published last summer. In 
May and June he made a research trip to Italy and 
Yugoslavia, and while in Rome participated in the con¬ 
ference “Rome: Tradition, Renewal and Innovation” 
which he helped organize. Other recent scholarly activi¬ 
ties include the publication of an article on the Roman 
church of S. Maria Antiqua and a series of entries for the 
London-based Dictionary of Art. He will be returning to 
Italy in May and June of this year to begin a new project 
“Imitation Painted Velum in Early Medieval Churches in 
Italy”, having received a substantial grant from the 
SSHRCC to pursue this work over the next three years. 

Elizabeth Tumasonis took a year’s sabbatical in 
July to do research on the Expressionist sculptor and 


In November, Mr. Moore 
spent two weeks touring the USSR at the invitation of the 
Soviet Cultural Workers Union and, as Chairman of the 
1988 National Folk Arts Conference, planned this event 
for March in Winnipeg. 

Giles Hogya has been Resident Lighting Designer 
at the Jean Cocteau Rep Theatre for the last nine years. 
His production of No Exit , for which he designed sets and 
lighting, is presently playing off Broadway. For the 
Harry Lindley Comic Theatre.at Fort Steele last sum¬ 
mer, Giles designed and directed Box and Cox . This year 
at U. Vic. he designed the lighting for West Side Story. 

John Krich was on study leave for the first six 
months of 1987, continuing research and writing on the 
subject of dramatic spectacles in the American circus. As 
a distinguished alumnus, he was invited to perform the 
role of George in the University of Pittsburgh’s produc¬ 
tion of Who's Afraid of Virginia Woolf? in January and 
February. He recently directed the musical West Side 
Story at the Phoenix Theatre as a co-production with the 
Department of Music Education and is involved with the 
Production of CHEK-TV’s new drama, Time Exposures , 
both as an actor and in casting the series. 

Harvey M. Miller attended the first Canadian 
Directors’ Colloquium at the University of Calgary in 
May of last year and took study leave from July through 
December. He attended the Edinburgh Festival in Scot¬ 
land and several theatre performances in London, Eng¬ 
land, and New York in August. On his return, he per 
formed in Social Security with Gale Gordon and Ray 
Buktenika at Stage West in Edmonton and while there 
he undertook Directorial consultation for the Irish 
Society’s production of Da. 

Last spring, Linda Hardy directed All for Love, an 
evening of Shakespeare’s love scenes which she pre¬ 
sented at the Faculty Club for the Fine Arts’ Fundraising 
Banquet.

George Corwin conducted the UVic Wind En¬ 
semble and the UVic Orchestra and Chorus in a number 
of performances throughout the year, including the Gala 
Tribute to the Adaskins on March 4th. 

Rudolph Komorous has been engaged in a 
number of major projects while on study leave this year. 
One of these works is his opera No-no-miya (The Gate) 
which is based on a classical Noh play by Zeami. He is 
presently working on a new symphony, commissioned by 
the Esprit Orchestra in Tbronto and will be travelling to 
Kyoto, Japan this month to continue his research in No 
Theatre performance. His composition Serenade for 
String Orchestra was recorded by Mario Bernardi and 
the CBC Vancouver Orchestra and released this year. 

Since spring of last year, Paul Kling has appeared 
in numerous concerts and been featured soloist and 
concertmaster with orchestras in the U.S. and Japan. He 
has introduced new Canadian music to audiences in 
Japan and has given several world premieres of other 
contemporary works, including a Sonata written for him 
by Murray Adaskin, and first performed at The Adaskin 
Years festival. 

Erich Schwandt contributed an essay to Musical 
Canada: Words and Music Honouring Helmut Kall¬ 
mann. The book is a tribute to the director of the Music 
Division of the National Library. Schwandt’s article 
“Musique Spirituelle: Canada’s First Music Theory 
Manual” proves that the first serious writing on music in 
North America was a Canadian treatise in 1718. 

While on a six-month sabbatical this year 
Bernard Turgeon performed the role of Pizarro in the 
Pacific Opera production of Beethoven’s Fidelio which 
was taped by KCTS 9 for broadcast sometime in the Fall 
of 1988. He also participated in the gala concert honour¬ 
ing Murray and Frances Adaskin, singing the Monologue 
from the Courtroom Scene of Louis Riel. 

Robin Wood was a faculty member of the J.J. 
Johannesen Inti. Summer School in Victoria in July and 
the Banff Summer School in August. He is currently per¬ 
forming the Beethoven Trios with Sidney Humphreys 
and James Hunter at the North Park Gallery and 
appearing as soloist with the Victoria Symphony concert 
sponsored by the Rotary Club this month. 

Phillip Young attended the annual meeting of the 
Am. Musical Instrument Society (A.M.I.S.), in Clare¬ 
mont, Ca. in early March where he was honoured for his 
nine years as a Governor of that society, having declined 
renomination for a further term. He is co-host with 
Sandra Pohran this year for the Inti. Double Reed 
Society’s 1988 annual meeting at UVic in August. 

During the past year, John Celona recorded his 
album To Drive in L.A. He composed a quartet piece 
called Distant Drummer for the group Array Music in 
Toronto last summer and he premiered a new, live elec¬ 
tronic composition called Srivox Filonga (from a collec¬ 
tion of pieces entitled I/O Cuisinart ), at the three day 
Drum Heat festival in Vancouver. 



Over the past several months, Richard Ely has 
played and recorded for CBC with the Pacific Wind 
Quintet and with the Contemporary Music Ensemble of 
the Victoria Inti. Festival. He is a casual member of the 
Victoria Symphony and the Pacific Opera Orchestra , 
and holds the position of principal horn with the Victoria 
Operatic Society. 

Jaroslav Karlovsky played viola last summer 
with the Victoria International Festival String Quartet, 
the Contemporary Music Ensemble and the New Zurich 
String Quartet. During the month of August, he was also 
a member of the faculty at the Johannesen International 
School of the Arts in Victoria. 

William Kinderman’s book Beethovens Diahelli 
Variations: A Study of its Evolution and Significance was 
published by Oxford University Press in May of 1987. 
Since then he has given many lecture/recitals on this 
lengthy, complex work, notably at the Mannheim Palace 
and at Versailles, as well as major northeastern Ameri¬ 
can Universities. In June, he was asked by the celebrated 
pianist Alfred Brendel to write an essay on Schubert’s 
piano works to be used as programme notes for this 
renowned artist’s concert cycles in 1987/88. Dr. Kinder¬ 
man contributed two articles to Essays on Beethoven's 
Compositional Process and had his article “Directional 
Tonality in Chopin” published in Chopin Studies (Cam¬ 
bridge). 

After several years of work in electroacoustic 
music, Michael Longton has spent this year writing 
works for traditional instruments. He has completed a 
set of piano Preludes and is presently working on a large 
ensemble piece. 

Bruce More and his Chamber Singers made a 
four-week concert tour of Europe in May and June of’87. 
He also completed his book Choral Conductor's Guide to 
the Music Library while on sabbatical last year. In De¬ 
cember he was guest conductor for the Victoria 
Symphony’s presentation of the Messiah and led the 
University Chamber Singers in recitals at the University 
of Washington, Orcas and San Juan Islands. Dr. More 
was appointed Acting Associate Dean of the Faculty of 
Fine Arts this year during Alan Hughes’ absence. 

Louis Ranger spent a week’s residency in Medi¬ 
cine Hat in November, where he gave a solo recital and 
performed with the Southern Alberta Brass Quintet. He 
plays principal trumpet with the Aspen Music Festival 
each summer and was actively involved in the organiza¬ 
tion of Bandfest 88, a three-day festival of Vancouver 
Island concert bands, which took place at University 
Centre in March. 

Harald Krebs did research at the Arnold Schoen¬ 
berg Institute in Los Angeles in July. He published four 


papers and has had two further papers accepted for 
publication this year. He also performed in a number of 
chamber music recitals in Vancouver and Victoria and 
appeared as an invited speaker at the Canadian Music 
Theory Conference held in Edmonton in March. 

Lanny Pollet performed in the contemporary 
music division of the Victoria International Music Festi¬ 
val in July and August of 1987 and in the New Music for 
New Rites conference sponsored by the Synod of the 
Anglican Diocese of B.C. jn November. He also performed 
with colleague’s at the School of Music for CBC Radio 
several times throughout the year. 

Bruce Vogt performed in a concert for the Early 
Music Society of the Island which was recorded by CBC 
Radio in April. He then travelled to Paris where he made 
four more appearances. He also gave a concert at the 
University of Victoria with Steven Dann (principal 
violist of the Vancouver Symphony), which was recorded 
for broadcast by the CBC, and gave a number of concerts 
at various centres around the province. He will be taking 
a sabbatical leave next year to do a concert tour of Europe 
beginning in September. 

Doug Collinge has been working since the sum¬ 
mer of’87 on a Canada Council grant, preparing a new 
piece intended for gallery installation which involves 
audience participation with 50 remotely controlled ra¬ 
dios. This interactive piece called The Broadcast Me¬ 
dium is scheduled for completion this spring. He will 
spend the summer of ’88 promoting his work. 

Alexandra Pohran’s 1987-88 season began in 
July with performances in the Toronto Symphony’s 
summer season as well as concerts in Vancouver with the 
Halcyon Wind Quintet and the Vancouver Chamber 
Winds. In August she was a guest performer at the 
International Double Reed Society Conference at the 
University of Nevada. In November Ms. Pohran pre¬ 
miered a new solo work written for her by Canadian 
composer John Burke at Toronto’s New Music Concerts. 
Besides co-producing the musical series Scenery , Song 
and Sonnet at the Belfry Theatre, Ms. Pohran will be co¬ 
hosting the International Double Reed Society Confer¬ 
ence at UVic in August. 

Glen Carruthers was Coordinator for The 
Adaskin Years festival this year. He was also Coordinator 
and Sessional Chairman of The Adaskin Years Confer¬ 
ence on Canada’s Arts, made several appearances on the 
Open Space New Music Series, and has just presented 
his paper “Subjectivity, Objectivity and Authenticity in 
Nineteenth Century Bach Interpretation” to the Pacific 
N.W. Chapter of the Am. Musicological Society’s Regional 
Meeting in Portland, Oregon. 
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Mechanical Engineering hosts lez , 
international robotics workshop 


Experts in robotics from across North 
America gathered at Dunsmuir Lodge 
on April 13 for an all-day workshop 
sponsored by the Canadian Institute for 
Advanced Research (CIAR) and hosted 
by the Department of Mechanical 
Engineering. 

CIAR supports advanced research by 
scholars at Canadian universities. It 
has implemented the first component of 
its program on Artifical Intelligence, 
Robotics and Society and is now seeking 
advice on a research agenda for robotics 
in Canada. Workshop participants pres¬ 
ented and discussed position papers on 
how best to support robotics develop¬ 
ment in this country. 

The participants represented the 
entire spectrum of robotics specialists— 
from theoreticians interested in the 
mathematical aspects of robotics to 


industry engineers wanting to solve 
everyday problems. Dean of Engineer¬ 
ing Dr. Eric G. Manning served as mod¬ 
erator. According to Mechanical 
Engineering Chairman Dr. Behrouz 
Tabarrok, Manning “was very success¬ 
ful as moderator in helping resolve these 
diverse interests. ,, 

The workshop produced recommenda¬ 
tions for CIAR, suggesting directions for 
the further development of research in 
the robotics field. 

UVic’s Department of Mechanical 
Engineering has been rapidly building 
an impressive body of expertise in the 
robotics field. According to Tabarrok, 
British Columbia is an excellent centre 
for concentration on robotics for 
unstructured environments—for fore¬ 
stry and subsea engineering application 
for example. 


Co-op co-ordinator helps 
students plan career paths 


Contributions 

for Ralph Baldner welcomed 


Chemistry Co-op co-ordinator Dr. Rick 
Reeve couldn't have envisioned the 
course his career would take when he 
was an undergraduate student studying 
for his B.Sc. degree in the mid 1960s. At 
that time, the Co-op program at UVic 
and his present job didn't exist. Rick 
planned to become a chemist before he 
decided to take a job helping others to 
achieve this ambition. 

As one of 14 Co-op co-ordinators at 
UVic, Rick is responsible for placing stu¬ 
dents in the full-time paid foiir-month 
work terms with Co-op employers which 
complement the student’s academic stu¬ 
dies on campus. These work terms pre¬ 
pare students for careers in business, 
government and industry. 

Rick is a man on the move, regularly 
talking long distance and travelling. He 
is responsible for keeping in touch and 
visiting students and their employers at 
on site job locations across Canada. He 
is also in touch with students and 
employers abroad. Since he initiated an 
international component within Chem¬ 
istry Co-op, Rick arranges placements 
for students working in England and 
Australia and he is now negotiating to 
expand the program’s reach into New 
Zealand, Germany, Holland and 
France. 

“The international Co-op is really the 
icing on the cake. We got into it because 
we believe it’s a really good option to 
give students. I’ve presented papers on 
our exchange at world Co-op conferen¬ 
ces in Boston, Melbourne, Edinburgh, 
and Amsterdam. With the exception of 
Boston, going to each conference 
enabled me to conduct on site visits to 
students there at the time.” 

A native Victorian, Rick was an 
undergraduate during the time UVic 
was going through the transition from 
being a college to becoming an autonom¬ 
ous university. He attended classes on 
both the old Lansdowne campus and at 
Gordon Head, and recalls walking on a 
plank laid over the muck on the road to 
get to the Clearihue Building, UVic’s 
first academic building. 

It was during his graduate training 
that Rick realized he enjoyed working 
with people. When' he was offered a post 
doctoral position at Queen’s University 
after completing his Ph. D, he decided 
instead to return to British Columbia 
and accept a teaching position at Shaw- 
nigan Lake School. 

He taught chemistry, calculus and 
other subjects at Shawnigan Lake for 
four years, before the opportunity 
opened up to apply for the position of 


Chemistry Co-op co-ordinator at his 
alma mater. He started working in his 
present position in July, 1980, which 
makes him the longest-running Co-op 
co-ordinator on campus. 

Interviewed recently after returning 
from visits to Co-op students and 
employers in Thompson, Manitoba, 
Ottawa, and Toronto, Rick admits that 
the travelling component of his job is 
time consuming and can be tiring when 
there are storms and delays. 

During the course of his job he inter¬ 
views students coming into the pro¬ 
gram, discusses- their career interest, 
helps them with course scheduling, and 
steers them through employment to 
ensure that their jobs are commensurate 
with their aims. 

“If a student has had three jobs in a 
row with the federal government, for 
example, I will make sure the next is 
with private enterprise. In one sentence, 
I’m completely responsible for the Co-op 
program of the department. My job 
includes day-to-day adminsitration, 
recruiting of students and recruiting of 
employers. 

“We’re the second largest chemistry 
Co-op in Canada — Waterloo is the larg- 
, est — and we’ve placed 83 students this 
year. Two-thirds of the students are 
placed outside B.C. and every student is 
visited at some time during his or her 
work term. I do about three quarters of 
the visits. 

“Yes, I also teach a course, as part 
time lecturer in the Faculty of Arts and 
Science — Chemistry 231, second year 
% organic. 

* This is not an easy job, but it’s very 
rewarding. I feel very proud, seeing stu¬ 
dents graduate as professional chemists 
with very impressive resumes and var¬ 
ied backgrounds. I’m not aware of any of 
our Co-op graduates who are not 
employed at the moment.” 

Rick has words of praise for all of 
UVic’s Co-op community. “The staff has 
a pool of really incredible talent. I inte¬ 
ract with a number of Co-op people 
across Canada, and can say that the Co¬ 
op personnel on this campus are espe¬ 
cially talented, dedicated and hard 
working. I feel that we’re doing a pretty 
decent job of marketing this university’s 
product out into the real world!” 

Rick feels that his job plays as impor¬ 
tant a role in the education of students 
as any other at the university. But, his 
final words are for the students. 

“I don’t take credit. Put the students in 
the right slots and away they go. They’re 
the ones who do the job!”

‘Chair’ debators at a stand-off 


Editor, The Ring 

I am sorry to say that I do not find Ms. Marlene 
Goldman’s response (The Ring, March 18) to 
my earlier letter on the subject of ‘chairman’ 
and its proposed replacements a very useful 
contribution to the discussion. After providing 
some remarkable examples of the very sort of 
careless thinking that I had deplored, she goes 
on to impute to me opinions that I do not hold. I 
hope that you will allow me to respond in turn. 

If Ms. Goldman had read my original letter 
with normal care, she would have noticed that 
my reference to an ‘unnecessary barbarism’ 
came in a passage concerned specifically with 
the term ‘chairperson’. I have no objection at all 
to ‘chair’ as a term; indeed, I use it often, in 
speaking, as an equivalent to ‘chairman’. Had 
‘chair’ been the standard designation at UVic 
when I came here, it would never have crossed 
my mind to object to it. What concerns me 
about the proposal to adopt it in place of ‘chair¬ 
man’ is only the argument that such a move is 
necessary because ‘chairman’ is inherently 
sexist, an argument that, as I showed in my 
previous letter, is entirely erroneous. 

I hope that I am mistaken, but it appears to 
me that Ms. Goldman assumes that I object as 
well to the use of ‘Ms.’. I do not. In fact, ‘Ms.’ is a 
godsend that I invented for my own use as a 
small child, as I suspect many children do, 
because I was forever having to address 
grown-up women whose marital status was 
both irrelevant and unknown to me. I am 
delighted to find that the adult world has 
caught up with its infants by filling in an 
obvious gap in the structure of English terms of 
address and recognising at the same time that 
for any social purpose a woman’s marital status 
ought rightly to be no more conspicuous than a 
man’s. 

Although it is her misrepresentation of my 
opinions that concerns me most in this final 
paragraph of her letter, other aspects of it are 
hardly less troubling. That anyone in a Univer¬ 
sity community ought to know the difference 
between a barbarism and a barbaric act is, I 
hope, not too much to expect. More seriously, 
do we really agree with Ms. Goldman that 
whether an act ‘is barbaric or not depends 
entirely on where you stand’? I should hope 
not. 

Except for her summary of parts of my pre¬ 
vious letter, the remainder of Ms. Goldman’s 
response is simply silly. Her list of offensive 
words with ‘sound etymological roots’ (wha¬ 
tever that means) might just as well have been 
extended to include such words as ‘Tory’, 
‘Whig’, and more recently, ‘black’, which were 
once terms of abuse but have since become 
respectable. Both lists, of course, simply re in 
force the argument that I was making, that we 
need to distinguish between the inherent deno¬ 
tation of a word and its connotation based on 


current usage. Betaking her examples exclu¬ 
sively from among words with an offensively 
perjorative usage, she misses the real point and 
tends to muddy the waters besides. (To begin 
with, I have never heard the word ‘chairman’ 
used by itself as a term of abuse, although with 
more than a year left to run in my term I can’t be 
certain that I shall never hear it used that way). 

If I understand the drift of Ms. Goldman’s 
reasoning (and it does rather tend to drift), her 
point is that no argument from the clearly 
established denotative meaning ‘black human, 
being’ justifies the word ‘nigger’. My point is 
that while using the word to refer to a black 
human being is offensive, to use it as equivalent 
to ‘Czechoslovak’ is unintelligible. ‘Chairman’ 
may in the past have referred in most intances 
to males, but many females have held the title in 
recent years without sowing whole scale con¬ 
fusion among those hearing or seeing them so 
addressed- In other words, just as evolving 
usage has made ‘nigger’ offensive and ‘Tory’ 
respectable, it is now in the process of expand¬ 
ing the connotative range of ‘chairman’ to 
include what was always potential in its denot¬ 
ative meaning, a presiding officer of either sex. 

Equally beside the point is the example that 
Ms. Goldman proposes as an alternative to the 
ones in my letter, which she finds ‘ridiculous’. 
When the Jane of her example sees that fire¬ 
men are virtually all male, while postmen, 
chairmen, salesmen, spokesmen, weathermen, 
milkmen, and taxmen are sometimes male and 
sometimes female, she will not need an educa¬ 
tor or an etymological dictionary to tell her that 
being a fireman requires a level of physical 
strength that males are more likely to possess 
than females, while the other jobs do not. 
Moreover, if she does happen to have an edu¬ 
cator or an etymological dictionary to hand, 
what she will discover is that a great number of 
professional designations held by both men 
and women, such as professor (as Dr. Smith 
pointed out in his delightful letter, beside which 
mine seemed so elephantine), prime minister 
(which I overlooked), doctor, educator itself, 
and even secretary, are derived from words 
masculine in gender. Indeed, I should think 
that all of us concerned with the encourage¬ 
ment of genuinely non-sexist usage would do 
well to cling to the ‘-man’ suffix for all it is worth, 
for it is in fact one of the relatively few common 
gender forms we have. 

More fundamentally, whenever we come to 
consider issues as complex and contentious as 
this one, we would all do well to cling, as I urged 
in my earlier letter, to careful investigation and 
clear thinking a little more earnestly than Ms. 
Goldman does in hers.

Dr. Reginald Mitchell (Chemistry) was honored April 18 at the 17th annual Van¬ 
couver Island Regional Science Fair held in the Elliott Building. The Lieutenant- 
Governor of British Columbia, The Hon. Robert G. Rogers, was in attendance to 
present Mitchell (above left), with the 1988 distinguished Service Award from the 
Society for the Advancement of Young Scientists. The honor, sponsored by the 
Youth Science Foundation, is given in recognition of outstanding service, leader- * 
ship and innovativeness in promotion of science fairs in Canada. The award is one 
of five given annually to members of S.A.Y.S. across Canada. This year two of the 
awards went to Victoria members of S.A.Y.S., the other recipient being Mel Sudeith, 
retired teacher from the Sooke School district. Mitchell has been active in S.A. Y.S. 
for 12 years, contributing to school level, regional and Canada-wide site organiza¬ 
tion. He has contributed substantially to each regional fair, discussing projects with 
students and judging for speciality awards. He is known by many students for his 
lead part as Dr. Zonk in the popular (( Dr. Zonk’s Chemistry Show ” The Youth 
Science Foundation, sponsorer, is Canada's only national organizer of science 
activities for students. It is a non-profit organization funded by federal government 
grants and corporate donations. 



Dr. Sidney van den Bergh of the Dominion 
Astrophysical Observatory, adjunct professor 
with the UVic Department of Physics & Astron¬ 
omy, has been elected a Fellow of the Royal 
Society of London. This is one of the highest 
academic honors a Commonwealth scientist 
can receive, says Dr. John T. Weaver, chairman 
of the Department. There are now three Fel¬ 
lows of the Royal Society of London associated 
with the Department of Physics & Astronomy, 
the other two being adjunct professor Dr. Ted 
Irving of the Pacific Geoscience Centre and Dr. 
Robert W. Stewart, Director of the Centre for 
Earth and Ocean Research and visiting profes¬ 
sor in the Department. 

A grant of $20,000 for the Bamfield Marine Sta¬ 
tion, to assist in completing renovations neces¬ 
sary for research projects, has been 
announced by Minister of Advanced Education 
and Job Training Stan Hagen. The Bamfield 
station was established in 1972 by a consor¬ 
tium of British Columbia and Alberta universi¬ 
ties to provide year-round research facilities 
and technical assistance to scientists in the 
marine sciences. Research topics under inves¬ 
tigation include the ecology and feeding 
behavior of marine birds and mammals, the 
nutrient dynamics and growth optimization of 
marine plants, and the physiology and popula¬ 
tion biology of fish. 


For the third successive year a UVic astrono¬ 
mer has been named a Canadian Association 
of Physicists Lecturer. Dr. Bruce Campbell, 
adjunct associate Professor in the Department 
of Physics & Astronomy, has been invited to 
give the CAP lecture on “A Search for Planetary 
Companions to Solar-type Stars” at the Univer¬ 
sity of Manitoba, Brandon University and the 
University of Winnipeg this month. Dr. John T. 
Weaver, chairman of the Department of Phys¬ 
ics & Astronomy, says that it is an honor to be 
invited to give the CAP Lecture and the fact that 
UVic has provided three different speakers in 
the last three years is evidence of the great 
strength in astronomy at this University. 


Dr. John Osborne (History in Art) has been 
invited by the Department of External Affairs to 
be one of four Canadians participating in a 
two-week delegation to the Soviet Union in 
May. Following the recent revival of a cultural 
exchange agreement between Canada and the 
U.S.S.R., the delegation will explore possible 
exchanges of both scholars, artists, and art 
exhibitions with their Soviet counterparts.
